“There appeared to be several 
bullet holes in , the truck,” Bry- 
mer said, “and there was a little 
blood on the door handle. ” ■ 
Dick Buckley, program, direc- 
tor of WKDA, said Edwards and 
Novel left the city immediately 
after the shooting in a car they 
borrowed from a friend. 

Novel was said to have been 
treated for the gunshot wound in 
Kentucky and the pair then re- 
portedly split up with Novel- 
going to Columbus, Ohio, and 
Edwards going to Washing ton.
